Labor Day Traffic Deaths 


Two young Clewiston men 
were killed in a car accident 
in the early hours Wednesday 
morning on state road 15, one 
and a half miles north of Canal 
Point, when their car went out 
of control. 


According to Florida Highway 
Patrol officers who investigated 
the driver must have dozed at 
the wheel as they came to a 
bend resulting in the tragic 
death of two brothers, David 
Lawrence Knowles, 21, and 
Floyd Farris Knowles 19. 


The young men were retum- 
ing to their home in Clewiston 
from Stuart when the accident 
occured just south of Sandcut. 
When they had not returned 
home at the expected hour the 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Floyd 
Knowles, Sr., of South Clewis- 
ton phoned the home they had 
visited in Stuart enroute" from 
attending a church revival in 
Ft. Pierce and finding the boys 
had been gone long enough to 
have reached home, notified the 
Highway Patrol. 


The wreckage was located 
about 2:30 and time of the ac- 
cident set at approximately 
12:30 a. m. Investigation was 
made by trooper R. L. Wether- 
ington, Cpl. Glenn Blocker and 
special accident investigator S.

Federal Use Tax For 
Trucks Overdue 


Owners of highway moter ve- 
hicles (single unit trucks of 13, 
000 pounds or more, and truck 
tractors with empty weight of 
5,500 or more) had until yest- 
erday 31st, to file form 2290 for 
the tax year beginning July 1, 
1960, Laurie W. Tomlinson, 
District Director of Internal Re- 
venue for the Jacksonville Dis- 
trict. 

Tomlinson explained that 
Form 2290 is required to be fil- 
ed for all taxable vehicles in 
use during July of each tax 
year, and an additional Form 
2290 is required for each month 
in which additional vehicles are 
put in use. 

The returns must be filed and 
the tax due paid on or before 
the last day of the month fol- 
lowing the month in which the 
vehicle is first used. 

The tax applies to the use of 
highway motor vehicles having 
a taxable gross weight of more 
than 26,000 pounds. The taxable 
gross weight of trucks and truck 
tractors is determined accord- 


Increased Quota Sought 
For Domestic Producers 


Congressman Paul G. Rogers 
today introduced a new Sugar 
Bill designed to promote the 
progressive expansion and grow- 
th of the domestic sugar indus- 
try. 

The Rogers Bill makes ex- 
tensive changes in the theory 
and procedures currently in ef- 
fect for allocating sugar quotas 
under the Sugar Act. 

Presently, domestic sugar pro- 
ducers, which include the main- 
land cane areas of Florida and 
Louisiana, the Sugar Beet pro- 
ducing states, Hawaii, Puerto 
Rico and the Virgin Islands, re- 
ceive only 55 percent of the 
normal growth of the Ameri- 
can market each year. Cuba re- 
ceives the bulk of the remaining 
45 percent The Rogers Bill 
would change the formula by 
giving the domestic sugar pro- 
ducers all of the increase of the 
American Market or about 200, 
000 additional tons each year. 

Under present law, foreign 
area deficits are re-allocated a- 
mong other foreign producers. 
The Rogers Bill provides that 
foreign deficits will be re-allo- 
cated pro-rata among both for- 
eign and domestic areas with 
any amounts that domestic areas 
are unable to fill to be re-al- 
located among foreign produc- 
ers. 

The Rogers Bill would also 
extend the present act through 
the calendar year 1964, thu pro-

Under the Rogers Bill, the 
president is given the authority 
throughout the extension of tho 
act to set the Cuban Sugar quoia 
at an amount deemed by him 
to be in the national intere. . 
This provision is similar to the 
one now in effect. 


Commenting on the need for 
such legislation, Congressman 
Rogers states: "My primary pur- 
pose in introducing this bill at 
this time is to get the Congress 
and the Department of Agricul- 
ture thinking in terms of ex- 
panding the domestic sugar in- 
dustry. Sugar production is 
very vital to tbe economy of the. 
South Florida area but so far 
our sugar raising potential has 
only been scratched, I feel it 
is past time that our domestic 
sugar producers received their 
fair share of our own sugar mar- 
ket. The approach embodied in 
this bill is fair and reasonable 
and deserves careful considera- 
tion before the Sugar Act is 
acted on during the next ses- 
sion of congress."

We found the letter interest- 
ing and informative and felt you 
would too. 


Escondido, California 
August 15, 1960 
Dear Friends, 

Greetings from California! It 
is many a mile from Belle Glade 
to the magic State of California, 
but we made it in fair condition. 
The wonders of Belle Glade 
have been told to every one who 
would listen in every State a* 
cross the country. You would 
be surprised at the number of 
people one meets just traveling 
along who would like to live in 
Florida. It makes one feel real 
important and fortunate just 
being a citizen of such a great 
state. Now that we are in Cali- 
fornia, however, we do not get 
such enthusiastic reaction from 
those who discover that we come 
from Florida, but even some of 
these look upon us with envy. 

We had a tiring, but enjoy- 
able journey across the coun- 
try. We kept our schedule ex- 
actly in spite of a few unexpect- 
ed delays. We were in Las Ve- 
gas, Nevada on Friday night, 
July 29. It is a city of bright 
lights, adventure, thrills and 
spills with the gaming tables 
and slot machines so popular 
there was a flicker of a temp- 
tation for your minister and 
family to seek additional funds 
for a better padded vacation. 
But after great struggle we 
managed to overcome the temp- 
lation (The agonized faces of 
the hundreds of losers helped a 
great deal). Pardon if we sound 
pious, but we found Las Ve- 
gas more interesting than tempt- 
ing. 

We marveled at the barreness 
of Nevada and the indiscribable 
beauty of Yosemite in contrast. 
Scenery is the coin of Yose- 
mite and the Rustins enjoyed 
the mountain streams, beautiful 
forests and breath-taking can- 
yons as we drove slowly through 
this justly famous park land. 
We couldn't help comparing the 
vegetables of California with 
those of our recent season in 
Belle Glade. California lost. But 
to be honest we will have to ad- 
mit that we were greatly im- 
pressed with the great variety 
of lucious fruits which we can- 
not grow in Florida. We have al- 
most been guilty of gluttony the 
way we eat peaches, plums, 
pears and grapes. The mount- 
ains made Lee feel at home 
again and Cleona, Gwen and 
Sheilia find them facinating. 

We spent a bit over a week 
in Sacramento with Lee's broth- 
er. He has a lovely home with 
swimming pool et. al where 
we enjoyed our visit. We attend- 
ed the Sacramento Rotary Club 
where Lee was given a gift for 
being the visiting Rotarian from 
the greatest distance. We 
tended church at St. Mark's 
Methodist Church where the 
two Rustin families filled an 
entire pew.

Teen-Agers May 


Seek Variety Of 
Part Time Jobs 


Teenagers returning to school 
this fall will find that state and 
Federal laws permit a wide 
choice of part-time jobs, Re- 
gional Director Sterling B. Wil- 
liams of the U. S. Department 
of Labor's Wage and Hour Div- 
ision pointed out today. 


“Sometimes the opportunity 
to work part-time determines 
whether or not a boy or girl is 
able to continue school,” Wil- 
liams said. "So long as the job 
meets the Federal child-labor 
requirements protecting the 
minors health, welfare and 
safety, part-time employment is 
permissibl 

“As far as this Federal law 
is concerned, students who have 
passed their 16th birthday can 
work in any job in any indus- 
try excepting 13 habardpus oc- 
cupations where an age limit of 
18 years has been established,” 
Williams stated. Jobs which 
have been banned include work 
on trucks, elevators and opera- 
tion of certain power-driven 
machinery. 


The child-labor law prohibits 
the employment of. any boy or 
girl under 14 years of age, but 
even here there are exceptions 
such as newspaper carriers, 
caddies, baby sitters, some jobs 
in retail stores and service esta- 
blishments, and employment in 
agriculture outside school hours. 


“There is, of cours 
liams continued, “a much wid- 
er selection of jobs open to 14 
and 15 year olds. They may 
work in offices, do sales work 
and accept many jobs in fruit 
and vegetable packing sheds.” 
However, working time must 
be limited to three hours on any 
school day and eight hours on a 
non-school day. 


Boys and girls in the 14 and 
15 year bracket may work a 
maximum of 18 hours during 
any week when school is in 
session or 40 hours when there 
is no school. All work must be 
Performed between 7 a. m. and 
7 p. m. 


Williams also referred to fre- 
quent calls from employers 
wanting to assist neighborhood 
boys and girls with part-time 
jobs, but asking how to protect 
protect themselves from unin- 
tentionally violating the child- 
labor act. 


“Fitst, the employer should 
assure himself that he knows 
the legal minimum age for the 
job, asking us in cases of doubt. 
Next, we advise all employers 
to obtain and to keep on file an 
age certificate showing that the 
minor is old enough to qualify 
for the job. These certificates 
can be obtained from local 
school authorities throughout 
the state," he said. 


In all cases where State and 
Federal child-labor stndards dif- 
fer, he added, the higher stan- 
dard must be observed. Addi- 
tional information concerning 
the application of the child-la- 
bor provisions of the Federal 
law may be obtained from the 
Wage and Hous Division's re- 
gional office at 1401 South 20th 
Street, Birmingham, or from the 
field offices at 311 West Mon- 
roe Street, Jacksonville; 1200 
S. W. First Street, Miami; and 
308 Tampa Street, Tampa, Fla.

Decline In Outline Savings Affect 


Florida's Savings And Loan Group 


After twenty-three consecu- 
tive months in which the month- 
ly savings increase — exceeded 
that of the previous year, the 
110 savings and loan associa- 
tions in Florida showed a net 
decrease in savings during July 
of $7,729,000. 

In releasing this information,

years but that the primary rea- 
son for the decline reflected a 
decrease in the inflow ofenew 
savings. 

Although savings declined 
during July, the number of sav- 
ings accounts increased by 6, 
357 which brought the number

Florida associations to 1,170,053 
which represents an average 


savings account balance of $2, 


320, At the end of 1959, the

The Committee was formed of 
25 citizens representing a true 
cross section of business, indus- 
trial and professional interests 
of Palm Beach County. 


In operation, thls Committee 
sought from the County Com- 
mission and the School Board 
the opportunity of studying the 
annual budgets prior to adop- 
tion and of having the authors 
of these budgets give considera- 
tion to the suggestions of the 
Tax and Budget Study Com- 
mittee. Two years of operation 
experienced fine coopera- 
tion and beneficial results with 
Palm Beach County stemming 
the tide of rising millage. 

It is quickly apparent that 
there is much to be done to 
create a favorable tax climate 
in which the state itself must 
act. 

Real estate is approaching the 
breaking point under the tax 
load it now bears. Under the 
homestead provision a great 
segment of population rides en- 
irely, or nearly, tax free. An 
incentive is thus created for 
developers to construct myriads 
of cheap homes for which de- 
terioration will be rapid with 
blighted areas resulting in a 
few years. Those tracts demand 
and receive streets, street light- 
ing, fire and police protection, 
water and schools for which 
they pay often nothing at all, 
and the tax burden is thrown 
upon the shoulders of those 
owning better homes; for ex- 
ample, from $10,000 upward, 
many of whom are in no better 
position to pay taxes and are 
being crushed by the tax loads 
thrown upon them. It must be 
obvious that the situation would 
be greatly helped if the pro- 
vision of the Florida State Con- 
stitution calling for assessment 
at full cash value were enforc- 
ed. A $10,000 property, for ex- 
ample, would then have an ex- 
emption of $5,000 and pay tax- 
es on $5,000, whereas under a 
policy of 50 percent assessment 
value it entirely escapes real 
estate taxes. A low assessment 
value such as 50 percent entire- 
ly circumvents the intent of the 
$5,000 homestead exemption; as 
in the case just mentioned, the 
Owner receives in fact not $5,000 
but $10,000 exemption. 

It is evident that a halt must 
be called to further increase of 
the burden on real estate. There 
is probably no greater discri- 
minatory injustice today than 
that of forcing the owner of real 
estate to bear the cost of public 
services and facilities while the 
non owner of real estate en- 
joys free use. For this reason, 
the Committee recommends 
Item 1 of its report, the exten- 
sion of the base of the sales tax 
with the income earmarked for 
educational facilities and reliet 
of the real estate tax burden 
proportionately, 

The Committee's full endorse- 
ment of Item 2, the reduction 
of the intangible tax to its for- 
mer millage speaks for itself. 
Volumes of eloquent testimony 
have been submitted for its re-

2. A joint agreement calling 
for the imposition against Cuba 
of the strongest sanctions, econ- 
omic and otherwise, that are 
possible under the charter of the 
OAS. 

3. A joint agreement to with- 
draw diplomatic recognition 
from the present Cuban gov- 
ernment. 

4. A joint resolution reatfirm- 
ing the adherence of the nations 
of this hemisphere to the de- 
clarations against communist in- 
filtration in this hemisphere as 
set forth in the Caracas Agree- 
ment of 1954. ET 

"In my opinion, a basic 4- 
Point Program such as I have 
outlined is reasonable and ab- 
solutely essential to the preser- 
vation of hemispheric security, 
Congressman Rogers stated, as 
“It embodies a collective ap- 
Proach and serves notice that 
we will not tolerate commun- 
istic designs on our free institu- 
tions.” 

Action is necessary, Congres- 
sman Rogers pointed out, be- 
cause the nations of Central 
and South America are the im- 
mediate tragets of the Cuban- 
based Communist conspiracy. 
Since collective security is at 
stake, collective rather than un- 
ilateral action is essential to 
maintain that security. 

Since our collective counter- 
ing efforts must be directed pri- 
marily at the stronghold of 
the conspiracy, the member 
nations must be willing and pre- 
pared to combat this menace 
through the use of any and all 
methods provided in the Char- 
ter of the Organization of 
American States. 

“While dealing strongly with 
the present Cuban government 
we should also increase our ef- 
forts to re-establish the tradi- 
tional ties of friendship existing 
between our peoples," Congres- 
sman Rogers added. "Many 
people in South Florida are 
now taking an interest in such 
activity.

plies to the use of single-unit 
trucks with empty weight of 
13,000 pounds or more, and 
truck - tractors with empty 
weight of 5,500 or more, 

The rate of the tax for a full 
tax year is $1.50 per 1,000 Ibs. 
of taxable weight. A full-year's 
tax for one vehicle will range 
from $40.50 to $90.00, depend-' 
ing on its taxable gross weight. 

Each tax year begins July 1 
and ends the following June 30. 
1f the first use of a vehicle in 
the tax year accurs after July, 
the tax is prorated according to 
the number of months remain- 
ing in the tax year.
